YESTERDAY  morning  advices 
weie  reeeved  from  Hamburgh, 
confmning  the  intelligence,  that  ad- 
miral Wrangell  has  put  to  fea  fromCarl- 
fcroon,  with  thirty  men  of  war,  great 
part  of  which  are  line  of  battle  fhips, 
from  66  to  iooguns.  The  admiral  w.s 
proceeding  up  the  Baltic,  towards  the 
coaft  of  Finland,  in  order  to  make  a 
cruiieinfuch  afituationas  to  block  up 
the  port  of  Revel,  and  to  prevent  the 
fquadron  from  Cronftadt  forming  a 
junftlon  with  the  Ruffian  fleet  in  the 
harbour  of  Copenhagen  :  In  fuch  cafe 
one  engagement  may  fettle  the  fate  of 
this  year'scampaign by  fea.
